The able commission appointed to re­ 
vise the revenue laws of the state has re­ 
ported to the Governor a number of most 
ex cellent chang es in the sy stem of tax a 
tion. 
Hon. H . C. Burchard g ives a re­ 
porter a very clear sy nopsis of tho com­ 
mission's report and from this is collated 
the leading features of the new code. 
The chief evils which the commission has 
soug ht to remedy are the undervaluations 
and consequent hig h rates of tax ation, 
inequalities in local assessments, the un 
just equalization between counties, and 
the failure to list intang ible forms o: 
wealth. 
Elaborate proofs are presentee 
to show the g ross injustice of the present 
sy stem in each of theso particulars, ant 
the Commissioners arg ue that a reform 
cannot be effected by patchwork leg isla 
tion, but by a radical chang e and read 
justment of tho revenue laws. 
In illus 
trating the present methods of collecting 


twenty -fifth of its actual value and others 
where it was listed at fully fifty per cent, 
more than its worth in the market. 
In­ 
equalities equally g ross are found in every 
branch of the present revenue sy stem anc 
mark it one of sy stematic injustice. 
The most radical recommendation of 
the commission is for the complete di­ 
vorcement of the Stute revenue from local 
tax ation with a view of avoiding the pres 
ent mode of socalled equalization between 
counties. 
The Commissioners propose 
that the State tax shall not be levied on 
all property , but on a particular class, 
which shall be set aside for the purpose 
of producing State revenue. They recom­ 
mend that the tax on railroads, teleg raph, 
telephone, and insurance companies shall 
be paid directly into the State Treasury 
and used only for State puposes, unless 
there should be a surplus, in which case 
it is to be distributed among the counties. 
A deficit is to be made up by the counties 
ratably and ex tended by them on their 
own assessments. 
The State budg et re 
quires 
annually 
about $3,000,000, of 
which the railroads are ex pected to pay 
$3,300,000 or $3,100,000, while the re­ 
mainder is made up by the teleg raph, 
telephone, and insurance companies. The 
primary arg ument in 
support of this 
chang e is that it will do away with the 
preseat unjust method of equa liza tion 
between counties by furnishing the State 
a distinct source of revenue for its own 
uses and abolishing the present rivalry of 
the counties to pay as little of the g ener­ 
al tax as possible. 
It is arg ued that the 
counties would be compensated for the 
loss of the corporations as subjects of ta x ­ 
ation by being relieved of the State levy . 
The other lea ding recommendations ot 
the commission arc made with a view to 
secure hig her assessments with lower rates 
of tax ation and the listing of all kinds of 
property . 
The office of Township Asses­ 
sor is to be abolished, and a County As 
scsaor elected every four y ears. 
This 
officer, with the approval of the County 
Commissioners, is to appoint deputies for 
every part of the county . 
Assessment 
districts are to be of small size, and maps 
showing the assessment on each piece of 
property muse be kept ex posed to public 
view in the office of the Assessor. 
The 
date of assessment is chang ed to the first 
of J anuary , the beg inning of the business 
y ear, and the Board of Review meets in 
J uly to hear complaints. 
Iu listing per­ 
sonal property 110 oatli is required, the 
Commissioners believing it to be merely 
a school for perjury promoted by law, but 
instead a penalty is provided for a false 
schedule and the hate’s Attorney award­ 
ed substantial fees fur enforcing it. 
The 
transposition of property into non tax a­ 
ble Government securities is to be avoided 
to some ex tent by the separate listing of 
such securities, and special provision is 
made for fix ing the valu« of the stock of 
sleeping -car. horse and dummy railroads, 
g as« electric lig ht, and other companies 
<T a quasi public character. 
With these 
provisions for swelling the revenue and 
inducing hig her assessments the Commis­ 
sioners recommend that tax ation be lim i­ 
ted so as not to ex ceed on the one hun­ 
dred dollars as follows: 
For county purposes, other than road 
and bridg e, twenty five cents; fur city , in­ 
corporated towns, and villa g e purposes, 
ex cept school, fifty cents; for roads and 
bridg es, for ordinary purposes, twenty 
cents; for school buildiug , seventy -five 
cents. 
For all other purposes, one third 
the present rate» ; and nil park purposes, 
one-fourth the present rates; and that the 
power of municipalities to incur Indebted­ 
ness be limited to two per cent of the as­ 
sessed valuation, instead of five as naw. 
The most of the recommendations of 
the Commissioner« have bean made with 
a y iew to disturb the machinery of the 


j present law as little as possible. 
The 
» main chang es will be tho divorcement of 
| State and county levies, the tax ation of 
railroad, teleg raph, and telephone com 
panics ex clusively by the State, and the 
abolition of Township Assessors. 
A1 
the other chang es are of a minor charac 
er, and the alterations specified are ex 
pected to be tho effective ones in abolish­ 
ing inequalities between counties and se­ 
curing hig her assessments at uniform 
rates and a more g eneral listing of prop 
qrty . 
The railroads are to be taxed sole­ 
ly by the State, and according to a pecu­ 
liar sy stem under which the averag e rate 
of tax ation throug hout the State will be 
imposed on five times the amount of the 
g ross receipts earned in Illinois. This 
feature, however, will ex cite fur less dis­ 
pute than the proposition to exempt rail­ 
roads from local tax ation in the counties 
throug h which they run.

Speech of the Unm an 'Ey*. 
Professor Hugo Magmas recently delivered 


in Berlin a lecture on “ The Speech of the 
Eyes.” First he showed how various thoughts 
and emotions m ay 
find their 
expression 


through the eyes, how rage, joy, sadness, 
sym pathy, all may be indicated by one look, 
and how a question m ay bo asked or l«3» 
replied to simply by one scarcely ol«ervable 
movement of t he eye. 
B u t the most interest­ 
ing i»art of his lecture was ft point with which 
many a physician m ay not be acquainted, not 
from ignorance, but sim ply liecause he lias 
never given the subject any thought, viz., 
the fact that all the various expressions of 
which the eye is capable are not at all made 
by the eye itself, i. o., by the eyeball, but by 
the movements of neighboring parts. The eye 
itself may Ixi stationary, not the least mo­ 
tion may bo observed in it, and yet tho rais­ 
ing of the lids expresses our surprise, half 
closing them together w ith contraction of the 
brow indicates our displeasure, and a peculiar 
abrillar-like movement of tho lips, the orbiu- 
filaris palpebrarum, and the parts around tho 
nose together form what we aro in tho habit 
of calling “a m erry tw inkle.” 
M any a one who w ill read these lines w ill 


at on re acknowledge that such is the case, and 
that the facts are as stated, but at the same 
time he w ill acknowledge that he had never 
thought about it, and had never imagined 
that as all the manifold expressions which we 
ascribe to tho eye—the m irror of the soul— 
the eye itself has no share. 
W hon a crim inal 


has his character pictured in his eyes it is not 
they that tell us the moral depravity of the 
man, but the play of the neighboring muscles, 
which, perhaps, for years alw ays obeying the 
impulso from tho brain form together the 
group we call physiognomy.— Medical and 
Surgical Reporter.
